The foregoing is a correct report of the town schools for the spring 
and fall terms. The winter schools, in distriets Nos.2 and 4 are now in 
progress. It is a matter of regret that the school buildings in some 
districts are in such a condition as to render'them unfit for use in cold 
weather, inasmuch as the funds appropriated for school purposes is 
usually sufficient to enable the School Board to open more winter 
schools. In Dist. No. 3, the building is not comfortable, even for spring 
and fall shools. A 

The schools through town have, on the whole, been fairly successful. 
In some instances, where, through scarcity of teachers, we have been 
obliged to employ those young in the profession, the advancement of 
pupils has not been so marked; however, we could hardly expect as 
much of beginners as of teachers of experience. 

in the past year, there has been a spring and fall term in each dis- 
trict except No.7. In the spring, a school was started, but owing to the 
fact that a school was in progress across the stream, in Canada, which 
was more convenient for most of the pupils, it was deemed advisable to 
give up our school. For some time, it has been customary to run one 
terin o: school a year across the stream, our pupils attending there, and 
we, in turn, one term a year in Dist. No.7, their pupils attending our 
school, thus making the expense of running either school less, and the 
pupils really having the benefit of two schools a year. 

The school in Dist. No.5 has been a good deal broken up owing to 
the sickness of teachers, but notwithstanding this fact we have succeed- 
ed in getting in nearly seventeen weeks of school. 

The school in Dist. No. 2, under the instruction of Miss. Flint, has 
been very successful. She has served during the entire year, and in our 
opinion is well adapted to the requirements of the profession, equally 
successful with the little ones and the more advanced pupils. 

We wish to call attention to the enormous expense incurred by the 
town in furnishing free text books for the schools. An effort has been 
made to keep a list of books in each pupils possessiun, and blank books 
have been furnished the teachers for this purpose. The results have 
been more Satisfactory, but it hardly seems reasonable that new books 
should be fit for use but 6ne term, and in many instances it would be 
different provided the parents would have more care in the matter. We 
hope the coming year may show an improvement in this respect, and 
that the parents and pupils will cooperate with the School Board in 
their efforts to reduce this expense.
